The condition of 1845 in England aa a 
peruliuly coid year, is exactly paralleled 
by that of I B44 in this part in New South 
Walrt ; jutt as the beat of summer in 
IM V-i'iii thr latter country was suc- 
ceeded by extrerar heat in MisgLtuJ in (he 
correjponding season of Mite And, 
Warch it r.tnarkable, the hrat of the tum- 
nicr of IHV, was equally great in the 
southern pard of Rorope, and in Western 
Asm. As in Auatnlia, io jo Asia Uianr. 
and in part of Turkey, (he drought was 
so txceaslve (hat Ihe cmpt failed, and (he 
SulUn was led lo prohibit expottatione of 
grain, iu dread of ensuing famine. (.Smith, 
in A. J., if., 2. 77), 

On inspecting the tables kept in the 
English Lake Ubtrirl, we find throughout 
the year 1 845, that in nearly every month 
the temperature waa lower than in any of 
the three preceding years ', but that the 
mean dewpoint, preuure, rain, and evapo- 
ration, was nut unusual. A circumstance 
so lingular naturally eXcilea enquiry ; and 
on inspecting the following memoranda, 
we must be led to conclude, that the di- 
minished temperature was probably due to 
a very extrusive enute. 

In January, the thermometer tuapended 
fell at Whitehaven to 16'S F, on 30th 
to 3 111, and unagrsja plst,to At Wig- 
ton, the thermometer al the same timr fell 
toU' ; at Carlisle toX ; at Apjilegarth lo 
7- at Kendal to 12' , and near Manches- 
ter t" mi>w 2-, and even wraai 4.'.

The winter of 184S in England wu 
mild j thr , unm.es chiefly wet and 
cold.
